Subject: Common school loan amendments

The following school corporations request approval to extend the time frame to expend loan proceeds
that were awarded on May 5, 2021. State Board of Education’s common school loan policy includes
a provision that technology advances must be used within one (1) year after the State Board of
Education approves the advance. Neither school corporation is asking for additional funds or to
amend the scope of the original project.

School Town of Highland (4720) — The project includes the following:

« Replacement projectors and sound systems for remaining rooms that have ceiling mounted devices;

« Provide supplies for PLTW classroom system wide, as well as monitors in the PLTW labs to take
advantage of the virtual classroom labs now built into the PLTW curriculum;

« Update MacBooks for classroom use to support presentation and meeting needs at 2 schools and
support digital requirements in several laboratory settings.

The School Town of Highland is requesting an extension from May 5, 2022 to June 30, 2022 due to
global shortages prohibiting timely delivery of Apple iPads.

Sunman-Dearborn Community Schools (1560) — The project includes the following:

« 600 Chromebooks for Sunman-Dearborn Middle School
« 350 Chromebooks for East Central High School

Sunman-Dearborn Community Schools is requesting an extension from May 5, 2022 to June 5,
2022 due to supply chain issues.
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
